At that price for 
gilts, a sow would normally be 
worth around 15 cents, so a 500- 
pound sow would bring in $7 The 
difference in value between 25 sows 
and 25 gilts is $1,006, and the old 
sows can’t grow into more money, 
the gilt» can. Sell the sov s. keep the 
gilts and use some of the differ­ 
ence to buy a better boar. You 
get to use t- e capital ga;ns tax ad­ 
vantage on more dollars, too.”

Franklin Roosevelt appeared to s u c ­ 
cumb to that illusion and there are many 
who fear that Dwight Eisenhower and cer­ 
tain members of Congress are being sore­ 
ly tempted in that direction in some par­ 
ticulars. 
It is fairly easy for a well - intentioned 
man who loves his people and wants his 
people to love him, to stray into the by­ 
paths of over - rating personal power or 
accepting unsound advice. 
At this time many strong thinkers, feel 
that it would be unfair to our President to 
follow him without question in his quest of 
federal aid for schools. Even though, at 
this time he indicates that there should be 
no federal “strings attached” to such a 
move, it would be only a short time until 
f e d e r a l government influence and a 
growing bureaucracy would overc o m e 
first intentions and begin to take charge 
of our schools. Experience along m a n y 
lines in the past should prove to us how 
such new departments of federal aid grow 
and become powerful. 
It has been estimated that out of the dol­ 
lar which the federal government m u s t 
collect in taxes at the local level to cover 
the cost of federal aid to schools, a little 
less than fifty cents actually goes back to 
the taxpayer in the form of federal aid. It 
seems unwise to pay a dollar" in taxes to 
get back about 49 cents of our tax money 
in federal aid. Why not keep the entire dol­ 
lar at home and spend it ALL on the 
schools? 
It is a well - established fact tha* federal 
aid is followed by federal influence a n d 


control. That is apparent in our experi­ 
ence. The actual aid contemplated in the 
President’s recommendations .to C o n ­ 
gress is less than the States can do f o r 
themselves, if they will jo it. 
There is danger in centralized control of 
schools. The last rampart of fr*edom is in 
the hearts and minds of our youth, in their 
ideas and ideals. That is why the Soviet 
government in Russia taices the children 
away from their parents to be trained in 
government - controlled schools. 
Thus dictators are able at one stroke to 
destroy faith in God and break up the fam ­ 
ily as the basic social unit. With family 
and religion dissipated or destroyed, it 
becomes easy to establish and maint a i n 
dictatorship and socialism. 
The token - help given bv the federal 
government, by way of federal aid to 
schools, would relieve State and local au­ 
thorities of a measure of their responsibil­ 
ity, and encourage them to seek more help 
and give up more of their responsibility. 
The federal government, in keeping with 
its inherent nature, would ream for more 
power over that which it aids financially. 
We would be on our way to federal control 
of education, one of the vital and basic 
steps named by Karl Marx for the estab­ 
lishment of socialism and the destruction 
of individua1 freedom. And, the additional 
expenditures for the government would 
contribute to f u r t h e r inflation a n d 
debt and depression — for which reduc­ 
tion of federal expenditures is an import­ 
ant preventative and cure. 
The President’s well - intentioned admo­ 
nition that federal government must not 
take over control of our schools l ecomes 
meaningless in years to come in the light 
of these facts. Parents and local author­ 
ities dare not relinquish responsibility for 
and control of the education oi children. 
All too many of us, in sheer laziness and 
by default, accept the average s c h o o l 
administration and teachers as infallible 
authorities on what is best for our c h i 1- 
dren. And the danger from that source is 
multiplied in centralized control through 
federal government.

Most of you probably h a v e 
taken medicine of one form or 
another off and on for y e a r s . 
Maybe a simple cough remedy or 
maybe one of our newer s u l f a 
drugs. 
At any rate, virtually all of you 
have had quite a bit of experi­ 
ence taking medicine yourself or 
giving it to your family. 


Fundamental Rules 
Yet I’ll bet you don’t know the 
ten fundamental rules all of you 
should be thoroughly fa mil 1 a r 
with before you are safely pre­ 
pared to handle medicine in your 
own home. 
Here they are in simplif i e d 
form: 
1—Always read all directions 
carefully before taking medicine. 
2—Shake liquid medicine thor­ 
oughly when the directions so 
advise. 


Never Experiment 
3—Don’t t a k e medicine origi­ 
nally prescribed or intended for 
others. 
■4—Never increase the dose or 
take more frequent doses t h a n 
directed without approval of your 
physician. 
5—Don’t take medicine in the 
dark. You might accident a l l y 
grab the wrong bottle. 
6—Keep the label side of t h e 
bottle on top when pouring the 
medicine. This will keep the la­ 
bel clean and easy for you and 
your pharmacist to read. 


7—Close the container immedi­ 
ately after taking the medicine. 
Some medicines become weaker 
and others stronger if left in an 
open container. 
8—Don’t pour medicine b a c k 
into the bottle once it has been 
removed. It might contaminate 
the entire preparation. 


Tops of Bottles 
9—Don’t interchange covers or 
tops of medicine bottles. Y o u 
might use the wrong medicine by 
mistake sometime by identifying 
it by its cover. 
10—Keep all medicine o u t of 
the reach of children. 
These rules are easy to follow. 
They really take little effort and 
they might prevent a serious ac­ 
cident. 


QUESTION AND ANSWER 
L. F.: What causes cold sores? 
What can I do about them? 
Answer: The e x a c t cause for 
cold sores, scientifically known 
as herpes labialis, is now known. 
They commonly occur following 
colds and such diseases as pneu­ 
monia, malaria or meningitis. 
It has been found that o n e 
treatment with X-ray will t e n d 
to help prevent the recurrence of 
this condition. However, if the 
herpes have already formed, the 
use of such preparations as spir­ 
its of camphor or a bland oint­ 
ment such as Lassar’s paste may 
be helpful.

Our Foreign Policy Failures 


Soviet Russia has only one ad­ 
vantage over the United States 
and it is a tremendous one: the 
Russians can formulate a p r o ­ 
gram of action based on a de­ 
sign for achievement and c a n 
put behind it all the resources of 
government. 
This the United States has not 
been able to do since John Hay 
was secretary of state. 
Current examples may suffice: 
Soviet Russia made the infil­ 
tration of the Moslem world a 
basic policy, trained specialized 
personnel for it, discovered the 
particular individuals who would 
serve the Kremlin’s purposes. 
W hereupon, by the provision of 
arms, Soviet Russia came into 
the possession of the foreign pol­ 
icies of Egypt and Syria, stimu­ 
lated revolutionary and national­ 
istic movements aimed at the 
destruction of the last remnants 
of the British and French em­ 
pires and the nullification of 
NATO, particularly the weaken­ 
ing of the Greek and Turkish al­ 
liances and the sacrifice of Pak­ 
istan to the ambitions of Nehru. 
By this program, Soviet Russia 
hoped ultimately to eliminate the 
offensive capacity of NATO, to 
witiate the effectiveness of the 
Balkan Alliance, to destroy the 
Baghdad treaties and in d u e 
course to include the entire Arab 
world in the Soviet Univers a I 
State. 
Having devised so grandiose a 
program, Soviet Russia moved 
slowly, permitting the course of 
events to work themselves, de­ 
pending, in a measure upon con­ 
tradictory conduct of the West­ 
ern powers. 
The United States has never 
developed a consistent policy to­ 
ward the new nations which have 
been carved out of the Ottoman 
Empire. Except for the support 
of doctrinaire anti - colonialism, 


for solving the Israel - Egypt sit­ 
uation which defies analysis and 
understanding. Having encourag­ 
ed the separatism of Pakistan, 
the United 
Stales 
has 
flirted 
widely with Nehru, even to the 
extent of ignoring his imperial­ 
ism in Ilashmir. 
These confusions in policy in 
one area of the earth’s surface 
have covered three administra­ 
tions, two D e m ocratic and one 
Republican. It can be taken, from 
its persistence, as characteristic 
of policy-making. But one can 
go much further back to show 
how characteristic this confusion 
is. The United States has fought 
two wars, at great cost in life 
and wealth, to save Great Brit ■ 
a in. It has financed, out of its 
taxation, Britain’s economic re­ 
covery, making up its deficits to 
the tune of tens of billions of 
dollars. 
However, at the same time, 
going back to when 
W'oodrow 
Wilson was president, it has been 
American policy to support in­ 
dependence in India and it can be 
said that the Gandi movement 
would never have achieved its 
strength were it not for American 
support. 
Ultimately, India 
became a 
soverign country to the great 
damage of the British Empire. 
The United States has since en­ 
couraged N e h r u in every way 
possible to build an Agro-Asian

alliance which to date has served 
Red China but never the United 
States or Great Britian. 
The final nail in the coffin of 
British imperialism was the seiz­ 
ure of the Suez canal by Nasser 
which the United States woggled 
over with such unworkable device 
as the Users’ Association, ending 
in the catastrophic attempt of 
Great Britain,France and Isra­ 
el to counter Russian intrigue in 
Arabic countries by eliminating 
Nasser. This effort could have 
succeeded but for American in­ 
tervention which had r e duced 
Great Britain further as a power 
and shifted its interest from the 
battle against Russia to a free 
trade market in Europe. 
The question that must arise 
is w hether the inability of the Uni­ 
ted States to formulate policy 
and to maintain it is a functional 
failure, or a personnel inadequa­ 
cy. 
The answer probably lies deep­ 
er. It probably lies in the basic 
idealism of American thinking, 
our incapacity to grasp the fact 
that the human race is not like 
two peas in a pod. 
And different kinds of men 
have different ideas and differ­ 
ent ways of live.

Arthur Warner 
Fathered Auto 
Speedometer 


By B. E. KELLEY 
One of the world’ 
Treat invent­ 
ors. Arthur P ratt 
W arner, once 
lived in Jeffersonville where h i s 
father. C. O. W arner, operated a 
wagon and carriage factory. 
W arner was 11 years old when 
his father moved from Jefferson­ 
ville, but even at that age *iis geni­ 
us as an inventor had manifested 
itself in small 
water wheels 
he 
built and operated in Sugar Creek, 
near his home, and in m anj other 
ways. 
Warner invented the automo­ 
bile speedometer (which he call­ 
ed an auto - meter) and approx­ 
imately 100 other things, some 
of which became standard equip­ 
ment 
for 
automobiles, 
(trucks, 
" trailers and elevators. 
In 1912 he and his associates sold 
his speedom eter patents to Stew­ 
a rt and Clark (whom he had sued 
for infringing on his patents) for 
the sum of $1,800,000, and he then 
devoted himself to m anufacture of 
other im portant things he h d pat­ 
ented. 
Warner attained 
international 
fame with his wide «-ang*. of pat­ 
ents, chiefly 
in 
the 
electrical 
field, and was the first individu­ 
al in the world to purchase an 
"aeroplane”. He was the sixth 
man to fly one. 
Now, at the age of 86 years of 
age, and in poor health, he lives 
at 1220 Chapin St., Beloit, Wis., 
the city where m ost of his m anu­ 
facturing enterprises were located. 
These included the W arner Instru­ 
ment Co., which not only produced 
speedometers for motor vehicles 
but motor clocks, and m eters for 
testing high speed m achinery.

HE ALSO recalls that w h i l e 
«till very young, he came to W ash­ 
ington C. H. with his father to see 
« circus, and for the first time 
saw an electric light. 
It was an arc light high up in 
the circus tent, but it so attract­ 
ed the young genius that from 
that time onward he ”ate up" 
everything he could learn about 
electricity, and as a result per­ 
fected one invention after anoth­ 
er in which electricity was the 
motive power. 
He was a firm believer in adver­ 
tising, and he never hesitated to 
spend money freely because he 
knew that it would bring in heavy 
returns. His realization of the value 
of advertising, coupled with his 
inventive skill and business ability, 
carried him far in the inventive 
and business world, and made him 
a leading public benefactor for his 
hundred or more inventions added 
to the pleasure and convenience of 
the millions who benefited from his 
knowledge and its application. 


He m ade a storage battery which 
produced sufficient energy to op­ 
erate one of his small motors and 
furnished power for his m other’s 
sewing machine. That was while he 
was still a m ere boy. 
He also attached a wet storage 
battery to a tiny bulb which he 
placed in his necktie, and start­ 
led the natives by flashing the 
stick pin bulb. However his moth­ 
er objected to this invention be­ 
cause the leaking battery ruined 
his clothing. 
The

speedometer or “autometer" were 
invented years before the "auto- 
meter" was placed 
in 
use 
and 
m arketed. 
One of his "Warner Equipment 
Co. Auto Meters is on the old 
pumper purchased for the Wash­ 
ington C. H. Fire Department 
in 1913, along with a clock made 
by the Warner Co. 
His inventive skill won him en­ 
viable positions with the Northern 
Electric Co., General Electric, and 
other concerns, and when General 
Electric offered to produce t h e 
W arner Auto M eter on a royalty 
basis, he organized his own com­ 
pany and produced it until the firm 
was sold to the Stewart Co. in 1912. 


WHILE at Jeffersonville, and be­ 
fore he was 11 years old, he invent­ 
ed a wooden bicycle, and rode it. 
He made wall brackets from walnut 
boards, and managed to make a 
few cents profit on these brackets, 
some of which may still be in 
existence. He made and flew var-J 
ious types of kites. 
Chief among his early inven­ 
tions at J e f f ersonville was a 
small steam engine, in which he 
■sed old gun barrels for cylin­ 
ders, He took this invention with 
him and years later tried it out 
and found that it worked. 
Some of his early worthwhile in­ 
ventions, at Beloit, where he moved 
with his father in 1881, included dy­ 
namos, arm atures, and n u merous 
other things which were put to use 
aoon after they were invented. 
While still quite young he invent­ 
ed a cut-m eter, used for m easur­ 
ing the speed of high-speed 
m a­ 
chinery. It was the first of its kind 
ir. existence, and he w as promoting 
it when he and his brother, Charles, 
perfected the "auto m eter" later 
called the speedometer, for motor 
vehicles. 
His first "auto-m eter” was gear­ 
ed to a sprocket wheel on the 
front wheels of motor vehicles. 


LATER his company produced 
the W arner Headlight lens, and an 
electric clutch and brake, 
which 
are still standard in trailers. 
W arner was a native of Jackson­ 
ville, Fla., and spent four years, 
from 1877 to 1881, in Jeffers o n-1 
ville. 
His father’s shop was on the 
west bank of Sugar Creek where 
the high school building n o w 
stands. The Warner home also 
was on the school site, and both 
were torn away when the school 
building was erected in 1923. 
As a boy he worked in a pattern ¡ 
•bop in Beloit, Wis., with his fath 
er, and also acquired a first - hand 
knowledge of molding, which prov- 


THE WARNER Instrum ent Co 
was established in 1904 and grew' 
apace as the automobile industry 
increased in importance. T h e s e 
first "auto m eters" sold for $75 
each, and Willys - Overland was 
the first automobile firm to make 
the W arner Auto Meter standard 
equipment, followed by Cadillac. 
Warner always was fascinated 
by the possibility of flying ma­ 
chines, and when Glen Curtiss 
made his first plane, he bought 
one for $6,000 and flew it himself 
for more than two years, lie was 
the first man west of Dayton to 
fly an airplane, then called "aer­ 
oplane”. 
He bought the plane June 23, 
1909, and found it a big help in ad­ 
vertising his speedometer business. 
After he sold the speedometer 
patents to the Stewart Co. the com­ 
pany reorganized as the Stewart 
W arner Co.
